Who's  Who  in  the  Cast 

ALICE  WOODALL  (Lady  Fitzbuttress).  At  the  dawn  of  her  third 
Footlight  decade,  this  Renaissance  woman  has  lighted  many  a  corner  of  Eliot 
Hall.  Decor,  stage  design,  costumes,  skit-writing  and,  as  seen  tonight,  gracing 
the  boards  themselves  —  all  are  part  of  Alice's  bag.  She  was  most  recently 
seen  in  Auntie  Mame  and  The  Women,  and  is  our  mini-statured,  maxi- 
talented  leaper  of  generation  gaps,  her  current  role  notwithstanding.  Truly  a 
woman  for  all  seasons,  Alice  brightens  this  1970  Footlight  season  with  her 
artful  portrayal  of  la  Dame  Fitz. 

CAROL  LEARY  (Helga).  There  is  a  slight  touch  of  the  poet  in  the 
way  this  lithesome  miss  moves  on  the  stage  and  interprets  her  role  tonight. 
This  quality  may  also  explain  her  recent  involvement  with  Senator  McCarthy's 
campaign  and  her  hopes  of  becoming  a  writer,  artist,  actress  or  photographer. 
She  has  studied  at  Emerson  College,  like  Helga's  Norway,  has  "a  beautiful 
coastline,"  and  we  welcome  her  move  from  backstage  for  Twilight  Walk  to 
onstage  tonight.  Break  a  leg,  Carol. 

CHARLES  H.  WOLF  (General  Sir  Mallalieu  Fitzbuttress).  "Full 
marks,"  Charlie  —  your  latest  role  adds  lustre  to  the  patina  of  the  many 
roles  which  preceded  it.  A  professional  wdth  a  penchant  for  non-proliferation 
of  published  acclaim,  Charlie  knows  the  play's  the  thing  and  works  hard  to 
see  that  the  play,  and  not  Charlie,  comes  across.  His  many  Footlight  appear- 
ances include  roles  in  Light  Up  the  Sky,  Never  Too  Late,  Absence  of  a  Cello, 
etc.,  etc.  ...  He  swaps  skis  and  putters  (10  handicap)  for  a  guitar  tonight, 
with  all  the  aplomb  and  quiet  amusement  that  only  an  assured  craftsman  can 
maintain.  His  personal  state  of  theatrical  grace  is  readily  visible  as  Sir 
Mallalieu,  the  mendicant  man  without  malice,  as  Ustinov  saw  him,  and  as 
we  so  readily  see  Charlie. 

RICHARD  NORCROSS  (Robert).  With  a  raft  of  prep  school  plays 
under  his  hippie  belt,  Dick  is  currently  studying  at  Emerson  and  hopes  to 
become  a  Shakespearean  actor.  He  mentions  Hamlet  —  a  combination  Lear- 
Ariel  came  to  mind  during  "Tree"  rehearsals  —  so  he  undoubtedly  can  master 
any  role  he  chooses.  If  enthusiasm,  wilHngness  to  work  and  sheer  enjoyment 
of  the  task  are  clues,  Dick  is  o^t  to  a  running  start.  Nice  to  have  it  begin  at 
EHot  Hall. 

CAROL  FLAHERTY  (Lesley).  Still  in  high  school  (Dedham),  Carol 
has  had  drama  lessons  wdth  a  theatre  workshop  group.  Sir  Mallalieu  may 
think  she  needs  lessons  in  plane  geometry  and  voice,  but  we  think  that  she 
is  a  charming  and  congenial  addition  to  this,  or  any  cast.  Carol  needs  no 
lessons  in  patience,  cooperation  and  good  humor. 


SUE  OLSEN  (Judy).  Also  from  our  Dedham  High  sub-system,  Sue  has 
painfully  mastered  cigar  smoking  and  other  logistical  problems  to  bring  Judy 
to  you  in  full  bloom  tonight.  If  a  keen  sense  of  fun  and  innate  joi  de  vivre 
are  prerequisites,  then  Sue  will  easily  achieve  whatever  she  sets  out  to  do. 
As  Judy  says,  "I  can  look  back  on  some  wonderful  experiences."  We  hope 
that  "Tree"  will  be  such  for  Sue.  It  will  be  for  us. 

BRUCE  LAING  (Tiny).  If  you  can  accept  the  incongruity  of  this 
maxi-man  being  called  Tiny,  you  can  also  beHeve  that  his  hobby  is  "grave- 
stone rubbings  by  moonlight."  He  did  not  learn  this  in  his  TV  and  radio 
courses  at  Boston  University,  but  maybe  it  is  the  perfect  avocation  for  a 
P.  R.  man  —  who  knows!  New  to  Footlight  audiences,  Bruce's  portrayal  of 
Tiny  is  amusing  and  vigorous  (ask  Alice)  and  we  suspect  that  there  may  be 
other  roles  in  the  future. 

DENIS  HUNT  (Basil).  Would  you  believe  — from  Dedham  —  also? 
But  Denis  does  his  studying  at  Boston  College  and  some,  we  suspect,  under 
brother  Phil's  tutelage.  He  appeared  in  A  Love  of  Three  Oranges  and 
Antigone  in  pre-service  days  and  makes  a  zestful  return  as  Basil  tonight.  An 
utterly  charming  Utterwood,  we  think  you  will  agree,  and  we  look  forward  to 
return  engagements.

Phil  moonlights  as  a 
teacher,  but  seems  to  enjoy  his  FootHght  roles  immeasurably,  as  do  we.  Nice 
to  have  you  around,  Phil,  and  thanks  for  not  being  the  last  of  the  Hunts.
